$53,000 spent on last weekends Nor 'easier... 

If this keeps up, the Town’s snow budget will be gone 


As the snow continues to pile up, and the bills con¬ 
tinue to mount, Agawam Superintendent of 
PublicWorks John P. Stone doesn’t need an adding 
machine to figure out that with plenty of winter left, the 
town’s $330,000 snow removal budget is in jeopardy. 

After the Nor’easter of Friday, January 3rd, and 
Saturday, January 4th, that dropped 12 more inches 
of white on the town, the snow removal budget is 
about two-thirds gone, according to Stone. 

“We have approximately $111,000 remaining in the 
budget for the rest of the winter,” Stone told us 
Tuesday afternoon. “It’s been a much higher than 
average snowfall so far (he estimates 35 inches), and 


there seems to be no end in sight. It won’t be long 
before the budget is exhausted." 

Stone says the January 3rd-4th storm cost the town 
approximately $53,000. “That last storm was definite¬ 
ly a very costly one for the town. It was a long storm, 
too." 

A storm of this magnitude sent the town’s fleet of 20 
plow trucks onto the streets with a fleet of 22 private¬ 
ly contracted plow trucks. “Forty-two trucks would the 
maximum number of combined town plows and pri¬ 
vate plows we would use during a storm. Sometimes 
one or two of our trucks may be down, and a private 
contractor may not be able to plow for one reason or 


another. So, I guess about 35 plow trucks in all would 
be the average out there for a storm of this size. 

“Last Friday, we began to plow the main streets and 
the hills right away to keep them clear for the com¬ 
muters because of the nature of the storm. We began 
to hit the side streets after 7:00 p.m.," Stone noted. 

Once the side streets are plowed, DPW workers 
begin clearing the sidewalks throughout the commu¬ 
nity. “The timing of how we clear the sidewalks will 
depend whether or not school is in session. If school 
is in, we are required to clear the sidewalks right 
away. If school is out for vacation (like the Christmas

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Melconian announces 
extension of Tax 
Amnesty program 

Will run through February 28, 2003 

Senate Majority Leader Linda J. Melconian (D- 
Springfield) is pleased to announce that the 
Massachusetts Legislature has extended the highly 
successful Tax Amnesty program offered by the 
Department of Revenue (DOR) for an additional two 
months. 

The program allows Massachusetts residents who 
have overdue state tax obligations to resolve their 
accounts with DOR without incurring any penalty 
charges or paying any interest on those penalty 
charges. 

“This extension of the Tax Amnesty program will 
allow hundreds of additional residents to resolve their 
state tax liabilities," Senator Melconian said. "Those 
who still owe back taxes have the opportunity to pay 
off what they owe without incurring any penalties, and 
the state will receive millions of owed dollars needed 
to fund social service programs." 

The extension will allow the tax amnesty program 
to run through February 28, 2003. Taxpayers must file 
a Request for Extended Amnesty form and provide 
the DOR with copies of all related tax returns and full 
payment for any unpaid taxes. The program is open 
to anyone who has failed to file a Massachusetts tax 
return, has underreported income or receipts, has 
overstated deductions, or has an outstanding state 
tax liability. Taxpayers who are already in a payment 
agreement with DOR and have been deemed respon¬ 
sible for business taxes are also eligible. 

Those taxpayers in bankruptcy should consult their 
legal counsel and DOR in order to determine if they 
are eligible for this program. Taxpayers who have 
already signed a settlement agreement are not eligi¬ 
ble to participate. This type of Tax Amnesty program 
has not been made available to taxpayers in 
Massachusetts since 1984. 

Those taxpayers who do not participate in the 
amnesty program will have to contend with a sophis¬ 
ticated new tax database that will be implemented by 
the DOR after the end of the amnesty program. This 
new data warehousing system compiles tax records 
from hundreds of sources, allowing DOR to more 
effectively track down delinquent taxpayers.

The residents of Agawam are reminded that their 
homes must be clearly marked with the street num¬ 
bers. These numbers must be clearly visible from the 
street and be of contrasting colors no less than three 
inches in size. 

In the event of the need for police or fire response, 
precious time is lost if the responding personnel have 
to search for the house numbers. This is critical in life¬ 
saving emergencies, especially at night when visibili¬ 
ty is hindered.

Day storm), then we might not get to them right away, 
Stone explained. 

Workers called in to address the Christmas Day 
storm were paid double time. The same goes for 
Sundays. 

Stone says so far there have been 10 storm events 
(five storms with town and private contractors out 
there, and five with strictly town equipment being 
used). “It’s not a stretch to say that we are on target 
for one of the most expensive winters in recent mem¬ 
ory, “ he added. 

If the snow removal budget is completely depleted, 
the town has two options to pay its bills - one is to 
seek a transfer with cash on hand from the town's 
reserve fund (need Town CouncW approval.The sec¬ 
ond option is to deficit spend. This means that the 
excess amount would automatically be added to next 
year’s snow removal budget. 

The carry-over in funds from last year’s snow 
removal budget to this year’s budget (due to the 
unusually mild 2001-2002 winter) was approximately 
$100,000, according to Stone. 

“Our number one priority is to keep the streets 
cleared and safe for our residents,” Stone concluded. 
“The budget has been very tight the past few years. 
The snow removal appropriation was a normal one for 
the town this year. What appears not to be normal is 
the weather. I hope things quiet down.”

Fire Inspector warns public 
about-bedrooms in the cellar 

To the Editor: 

-Dateline, January 4, 2003, Brockton, MA. As 

reported in the e Springfield Union. 

A small electrical fire quickly grew into an inferno 
which killed a woman sleeping in a basement bed¬ 
room at 3:13 a.m. Other members in the house 
escaped. 

As everyone knows, accidents happen. 
Collectively, we at the Fire Department work to keep 
you, the public, from harm’s way, and as a last resort, 
render care and medical attention to minimize your 
suffering. With your help, we often succeed. 

As Fire Inspector, I have the unique opportunity to 
be invited into as many as 500 to 600 homes a year 
for inspections. Usually these inspections are for 
smoke detector installations when a home is sold. 
Other inspections include propane and oil burner 
installations, and sometimes just for a safety inspec¬ 
tion. A disturbing trend has presented itself. 
Homeowners are making bedrooms or apartments in 
their basements. In most cases, this is a very danger¬ 
ous practice. 

Parents all too often yield to the desire of 
teenagers to have their own “private" room where 
they can decorate it the way they want. This usually 
means “you can fix up the cellar.” Teens often deco¬ 
rate with blankets, posters, and other highly com¬ 
bustible decorations to cover walls and ceilings, along 
with overuse of extension cords and we now have the 
building blocks for a fire. Use of candles, incense, and 
smoking further exacerbate the situation. Now add 
insufficient exits. Well, you can get the picture. 

Apartments can also be a dangerous addition in a 
basement. These are found to be often done by the 
homeowner without any permits. Poor exits, insuffi¬ 
cient windows, and electric wiring and lighting that 
may or may not be installed correctly and not inspect¬ 
ed by the electrical inspector are also the building 
blocks of fire. 

As you can see in the Brockton incident, accidents 
happen and nothing will change that, but you can give 
your loved ones a fighting chance. Please forgo the 
use of your basement as a bedroom. If you plan to 
make a rec room or an apartment, secure the proper 
permits and get it inspected. This is where you help 
us to help you.

References to ferry boats in the 
Town History by Edith LaFrancis include the following: 

Ferry service between Agawam and Springfield 
dates back to 1685, when Thomas Cooper was grant¬ 
ed liberty to keep a ferry “at ye Lower Wharfe (York 
Street, Springfield) & to land people below ye mouth 
of Agawam River.” 

In 1727, it was voted to have a ferry at the mouth 
of the Agawam River to cross both the Great River 
and the Agawam.

At the time of the Civil War, a ferry boat was owned 
by Horace Harmon and Justin Jenks. This boat had a 
strong wire or cable running through pulleys on the 
boat and extending the width of the river. 

When not in use, the cable sank into the stream 
below the level of any passing craft. With a rudder set 
at a slight angle, the current would push the ferry boat 
across to the opposite shore. 

The "Agawam" was a 60-foot-long steam built by 
B.D. Douglas of Windsor Locks during 1869, priced at 
$1,600. Its upright boiler and engine could run on 
either coal or wood. 

There was a cabin on one side for passengers, and 
the other side enclosed the engine. At each end was 
a wooden gangway, which was lowered when landing 
so that changes in the river level were not a hin¬ 
drance. Furthermore, no dock was needed. 

Foot passengers paid three cents; one-horse team, 
10 cents; two-horse team, 15 cents (with special rates 
for droves of animals). 

The ferry operated only from 5:30 a.m. to 8:30 
p.m., and could be used about seven months in the 
year.

Finding the right make-up tools.o. 

Question: On a recent trip to the cosmetic counter 
to purchase a new eyeliner brush, I was confronted 
with a huge selection of tools. What do I really need 
to buy? 

Answer: Depending on how much make-up you 
use will depend on the tools you need to do the job for 
you. I suggest to invest in a good set of quality make¬ 
up brushes and sponges. You may feel more com¬ 
fortable applying some cosmetics with your fingertips; 
however, if you have a problem applying make-up, 
the right brushes can make all the difference. 

Price usually indicates quality, but you should also 
be aware of how the bristles feel. If too soft, it will not 
pick up and deposit color correctly; too prickly and it 
could irritate and possibly pierce the skin. Quick test: 
Run the brush over the back of you hand. A good sign 
is when the bristles all move in the same direction; a 
bad sign is when they “play" on the skin, thus offering 
little control and poor application. 

Eyeshadow application is simple with a sponge-tip 
applicator, but can cause intense color. If you don’t 
want that look, try using a soft-bristled brush with 
tapered sides and a rounded tip for a sheer finish. 

Eyeliner brushes should be a small, fine-tipped 
brush tapered to a point for a precision line. 

Lip brushes should have firm bristles which are 
tapered to a flat, square tip. 

Sponges can be a great for applying or just for 
blending make-up. Look for the triangular latex 
wedge, as this shape is perfect to work around the 
nose or sweep under the eyes. 

Powder puffs should be of a velour type to press 
powder into the skin, especially the oily “T” zone 
(chin, nose & forehead). Resist the fluffy type for 
make-up, as it will only overload the complexion and 
overuse the product. Save the goose down powder 
puffs for bath powder. 

Tweezers are a must to keep brow hairs cleaned 
up. I suggest the Tweezerman brand with a slant 
edge to grip hairs effectively (available in our salon). 
For ingrown hairs or splinters, go for the fine point. 

Pencil sharpeners are a good tool to have for 
sharpening cosmetic pencils, not only for keeping a 
defined line, but for keeping the tip clean to prevent 
the spread of germs and bacteria. This does not have

The Agawam St. Patrick’s Committee is only in its 
third year, but long-time town resident Rita Moore, 
publicity chairwoman, has already made this relative¬ 
ly new enterprise a popular and established aspect of 
Agawam life.

Fifty-four children from pre-school through fourth 
grade participated in a Christmas Pageant at the 5:30 
p.m.

God makes Himself 
available to everyone 

It is almost inconceivable that anybody who pays 
even the slightest attention to the news is not aware 
of the story surrounding Trent Lott, the U.S. Senator 
from Mississippi. For reasons known fully only to him, 
Senator Lott extolled “the good old days" and “the 
good old ways" of the segregationist South at a party 
honoring Jesse Helms’ 100th birthday. The resulting 
uproar was more than well-founded. Indeed, when we 
reflect upon the election of 1948 and what Jesse 
Helms stood for at that time, the uproar was actually 
muted. 

Segregation in all its forms and for any reason is an 
affront to both man and God. Even though religion has 
often been used as a divisive force in human history, 
it was never God's intention that it should be that way. 
Although Scripture makes it abundantly clear that God 
is not some sort of a universalist who will accept hom¬ 
age in just about any fashion, He is nevertheless por¬ 
trayed throughout Scripture as loving all people and 
wanting to draw all people to Himself. 

Speaking for the Lord, the prophet Isaiah pro¬ 
claimed: “Here is My servant, whom I uphold, My 
chosen one in whom I delight; I will put my Spirit 
on Him and He will bring justice to the nations. He 
will not shout or cry out, or raise His voice in the 
streets. A bruised reed He will not break, and a 
smoldering wick He will not snuff out. In faithful¬ 
ness he will bring forth justice; He will not falter or 
be discouraged till He establishes justice on 
earth. In His law the islands will put their hope. 

“This is what God the LORD says - He who cre¬ 
ated the heavens and stretched them out, who 
spread out the earth and all that comes out of it, 
who gives breath to its people, and life to those 
who walk on it: 7, the LORD, have called You in 
righteousness; / will take hold of Your hand. I will 
keep You and will make You to be a covenant for 
the people and a light for the Gentiles, to open 
eyes that are blind, to free captives from prison 
and to release from the dungeon those who sit in 
darkness. I am the LORD; that is My name! I will

Anybody who reads what the Lord is saying 
through Isaiah and still thinks that God is in favor of 
segregation and division of any kind is not paying 
attention. In the references to the nations, as well as 
the promise that My servant is not just for the Jewish 
people but will be a light for the Gentiles, God could 
not make it any more clear that He makes Himself 
available to everyone. As much as God makes 
Himself available to everyone, at the same time He 
does not cheapen Himself. Many of us have known 
people who disrespect themselves to such an extent 
that they cheapen themselves, but God is not like that. 
"I am the LORD; that is My name! I will not give My 
glory to another or My praise to idols. ” 

Sometimes people think that they must “get their 
act together" before they can accept God’s love and 
become one of His people. After all, that is usually the 
way it works in our world. If we want to be accepted 
by “that special someone,” or be considered for an 
important job, we must make ourselves to be as 
appealing as we can. But God will take us as we are, 
even if we’re beat up. A bruised reed He will not 
break, and a smoldering wick He will not snuff out. 
There’s an old hymn they play at Billy Graham 
revivals: “Just as I am, without a plea," that says it so 
well. 

God will accept anybody who will accept Him on 
His terms. His terms are not too difficult, either. The 
Bible tells the story of a man named Cornelius, who 
was what they called a Gentile. Although Cornelius 
was a good man by just about every standard, he 
knew in his heart that he was not properly connected 
to God. After Cornelius prayed that God would draw 
him closer to Himself, Cornelius had a vision in which 
an angel instructed him to summon the Apostle Peter, 
who would explain things to Cornelius. 

Then Peter began to speak: “I now realize how 
true it is that God does not show favoritism but 
accepts men from every nation who fear Him and 
do what is right. You know the message God sent 
to the people of Israel, telling the good news of 
peace through Jesus Christ, who is Lord of all. 
You know what has happened throughout Judea, 
beginning in Galilee after the baptism that John 
preached - how God anointed Jesus of Nazareth 
with the Holy Spirit and power, and how He went 
around doing good and healing all who were 
under the power of the devil, because God was 
with Him.

Don’t suffer from Christmas letdown. One of the 
nicest parts of the season is yet to come. The Eighth 
Annual Boar’s Head Festival will be celebrated in the 
Valley Community Church Sanctuary on Friday, 
January 10th, at 7:00 p.m. (This event was originally 
scheduled for Friday, January 3rd, but had to be post¬ 
poned due to last week’s major snowstorm.) 

This celebration of the victory of good over evil is 
perhaps the oldest continuing festival of the 
Christmas season. It began as a holiday tradition in 
the grand manor houses of England, and was brought 
to America during the Colonial days. 

The pageant originated at Queen’s College in 
Oxford, England in 1340, where legend has it that a 
scholar (while walking through the forest on his way to 
Christmas Mass) was attacked by a wild boar. The 
student slayed the boar with a metal-bound book he 
was carrying, and that night the boar’s head was 
borne in procession to the dining room to the accom¬ 
paniment of carolers. 

The festival later grew to include lords, ladies, 
knights, historical characters, and entertainers. When 
the church adoped the festival - giving it the Christian 
significance of light over darkness through the teach¬ 
ings of Christ - the shepherds and Wise Men were 
added to tell the story of the Nativity. 

The Valley Community Church congregation and 
friends of the community have been bringing to life 
this remarkable production with resplendant, 
medieval-costumed characters representing nobles 
as well as townsfolk. In addition to the visual 
pageantry, music plays an important part of the festi¬ 
val, and the congregation is led through the beautiful 
carols of the season by a madrigal and instrumental 
troupe. 

The audience, in between songs, is entertained by 
jesters, Morris dancers, Mummers, and puppeteers 
until the grand entrance of the boar's head and towns¬ 
folk, who parade down the aisle with the harvest of 
their labors and live animals. 

The second part of the procession heralds the true 
significance of the festival and majestically retells the 
story of the Nativity and the coming of the Wise Men 
to offer their gifts to the Christ Child.

Negligence & Tort 
Nursing home - resident with 
history of violent assaults 


This case involved the death of an 89-year-old 
woman following an assault, which resulted in a mas¬ 
sive head injury. The alleged assailant was a 35-year- 
oid woman with brain damage and a documented his¬ 
tory of violence. The two were roommates in a nurs¬ 
ing home. The defendants were the nursing home 
corporation and the administrator of the facility. 

The plaintiff claimed that the defendants were 
aware of the assailant's predisposition for violence 
and placed her in a position to cause harm to the 
plaintiff’s decedent. The defendants claimed that care 
was appropriate at all times. 

Following the attack, the plaintiffs decedent fell to 
the floor, sustaining massive brain injury (left subdur¬ 
al hematoma, left and right frontal and temporal sub¬ 
arachnoid hemorrhages, left frontal intraparenchymal 
hemorrhage, right posterior intraparanchymal hemm- 
orrhage, shift to right and right occipital skull fracture). 
Four days after the attack, the plaintiff’s decedent 
died. 

According to an investigative report, the assailant 
had a documented history of violence towards staff 
and residents during her hospitalization prior to 
admission to the nursing home and said violence con¬ 
tinued during her stay at the nursing home. The plain¬ 
tiffs position was that long-term facilities were 
required to provide care in a safe environment and 
that violent patients were not acceptable candidates 
for placement in facilities that were not equipped to 
handle them. 


The p\a\nWff a\so claimed that. \\ a patient became 
violent once he or she was admitted to the facility, the 
accepted standard of care required 15- to 30-minute 
watches. If any additional violent behavior occurred or 
if a patient struck another patient after these watches, 
the facility was required to obtain a psychiatric evalu¬ 
ation, adjust medications, and transfer the patient to 
an acute care setting for proper treatment. 

The plaintiff contended that the defendant ren¬ 
dered substandard care in admitting a patient with 
violent behavior to the nursing home, placing her in a 
room with a frail 89-year-old, failing to notify the staff 
of her violent behavior which, in turn, did not imple¬ 
ment the 15- to 30-minute watches and failing to 
implement the procedure of evaluation, medication 
changes, and transfer of settings after the assailant 
had acted in a violent manner. 

The plaintiff’s claim was that as a direct result of 
these deviations from the standard of care, the plain¬ 
tiff’s decedent was assaulted and died. 


The case settled for $750,000.00.

Is a living trust right for you? 

(Part 1 of 2) 

An increasing number of Americans are relying on 
an estate-planning tool known as a “revocable living 
trust." A living trust can help you control how your 
property is managed while you’re alive, and how your 
assets should be distributed after your death. 

Living trusts have risen in popularity because they 
provide a means of passing property to heirs without 
going through probate, which can be a costly and 
time-consuming process. 

Despite such advantages, living trusts may not be 
for everyone. Consider the following information to 
help determine whether a living trust makes sense for 
you. 

What A Living Trust Provides 

As its name implies, a revocable living trust is set 
up during your lifetime. You transfer your property into 
the trust's name so the trust becomes the "owner" of 
your property. 

You then appoint a trustee - either yourself or 
someone else - to manage your trust, just as an 
executor would manage your will. The trustee holds 
your assets and distributes them according to the 
instructions you specify. 

You can also use a living trust to specify how your 
property will be managed if you become incapacitat¬ 
ed through injury or illness. Property commonly 
included in a living trust may include cash, investment 
holdings, real estate, and personal possessions. 

Like a will, a revocable living trust also lets you 
direct how and to whom your property will be distrib¬ 
uted after your death. Beneficiaries of a living trust 
may include family members, friends, or favorite char¬ 
ities. Unlike an irrevocable trust, a living trust gives 
you the freedom to: 

* Terminate the trust at any time. 

* Change trustees and beneficiaries. 

* Move assets in and out of it whenever you want. 

Funding Your Trust 

The process of placing assets into your living trust 
- known as “funding the trust - involves retitling your 
property in the trust’s name. Funding your living trust 
is very important because the trust will not take effect 
until the property transfer is complete. 

If you set up a living trust but fail to transfer assets 
into it, the trust is an empty shell and any assets not 
titled to the trust will be subject to probate after your 
death.

Abdominal exercises 
& eating right 

The following are highlights from some recent 
research studies, as related in the September issue of 
“Dynamic Chiropractic.” 

i found the first one about abdominal exercises to 
be especially interesting. Oftentimes I am asked 
about the effectiveness of certain exercise machines 
to strengthen the abdominal region. The researchers 
of this particular study tested 13 popular styles of 
abdominal exercise equipment for effectiveness. ' 

The best performer required no equipment - the 
good ole “bicycle maneuver.' The person lies on their 
back with the lower back pressed against the floor, 
raises the knees, and pedals as though riding a bicy¬ 
cle. This produced 250 percent more muscle activity 
than traditional crunch-style sit-ups. So, hold off on 
investing in that fancy abdominal machine. Lay on the 
floor and start pedaling! 

Another study found even mild, gentle strolls that 
total about one hour per week cut the risk of coronary 
heart disease in half in sedentary people. However, 
more exercise produces better results with federal 
guidelines recommending at least three hours of brisk 
walking per week. But even a gentle evening stroll 
can decrease the risk of heart disease. So, if you think 
that evening stroll is not worth it - think again! 

A study on osteoporosis and the elderly found a 
high protein intake may help prevent osteoporosis. 

A study concluded that higher blood levels of vita¬ 
min C decreased mortality from heart disease by 
approximately 20 percent. The vitamin C levels in the 
research subjects were the result of consuming fresh 
fonts and vegetables. Researchers suggest as little 
as one extra serving each day can have a significant 
impact on disease prevention. 

A new study from Denmark reinforces the fact that 
weight gain increases the risk of adult-onset diabetes. 
A five to 10 percent decrease in body weight can sig¬ 
nificantly reduce a person’s risk of diabetes. Statistics 
suggest that more than 90 percent of adult-onset dia¬ 
betes patients are overweight. 

The bottom line in all these repeating studies is to 
eat right and exercise for optimum health!

When something seems "foreign" to us, we may 
back off, shying away (as it were) from trying this new 
taste. If we tried this food, we might find out that it is 
a new favorite and we would have the dish many 
times over. 

Some people react to curry in that way. Maybe it 
seems too exotic for us. Imagine that we were in India 
during the Raj. A myriad of servants bring covered 
dish after dish to the table. To bring this to the mind of 
a Westerner might be too much to ask for; the opu¬ 
lence of India in those days was very dramatic. 

Try to imagine, though, while you partake of these 
dishes. 

Start with spinach fritters and mogul shrimp in 
cream sauce, with a fragrant saffron rice. Let’s start 
with the rice. You will need 1/2 tsp. of saffron, 1 C bas- 
mati rice, 1 TB clarified butter, 1/2 C chopped onion, 2 
TB golden raisins, 3 whole cloves, 1-3/4 C chicken 
stock, coarse salt, and some toasted almond slices. 

Soak the saffron in 1 TB of warm water and set 
aside. Rinse the rice and then place in a bowl. Add 2 
C of cold water and allow the rice to soak for 30 min. 
up to 2 hrs. Drain the rice and set aside until you are 
ready to cook. 

Heat the butter and then add the onion, raisins, and 
cloves. Now, add the stock, saffron, rice, and salt to 
taste. Bring to a boil. Reduce to medium, and cook 
partially covered for 8 min. (or until most of the liquid 
has been absorbed). Now, cover the pan and reduce 
heat to as low as possible. Let rice steam for 10 min. 
Remove from heat and allow to rest for 5 min. 

Now for the shrimp. Combine 1/4 C clarified butter, 
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1 C finely chopped red onion, 1/2 C chopped shallot, 

2 bay leaves, 1/2 tsp. fennel seed (crushed), 4 whole 
cloves, 2 tsp. ground coriander, 1/4 tsp. tumeric, 1/4 
tsp. red pepper, 1 Lb. medium shrimp (cleaned), 1 C 
coconut milk, coarse salt to taste, and 2 TB heavy 
cream. 

Heat the veggies and spices in the butter until the 
onion starts to brown. Now, add the shrimp Gust until 
they start to turn pink). Stir in the coconut milk and 
cook until everything starts to bubble. Season with the 
salt and add the cream. Serve with the pilaf immedi¬ 
ately. 

For the fritters, trim and wash 8 oz. of spinach. Mix 
with these ingredients to make the batter: 1 C chick¬ 
pea flour (you can buy dried chickpeas at Milano 
Importing on Main St. in Springfield), 1 TB oil, 2/3 C 
water, 1 tsp. minced garlic, 2 tsp. ground coriander, 1 
tsp. cumin seeds, 1/2 tsp. red pepper flakes, 1/2 tsp. 
baking powder, and 1 tsp. coarse salt. 

Mix this into a paste. When your frying oil is hot, 
coat the spinach leaves and fry them. Do not over¬ 
crowd the pan, and fry just until golden. Drain and 
serve. (Give this a try; I think you will like it.)

Street in West Springfield for the “no work" version of 
Indian food.

First Annual Winter 
Arts Festival creates 
opportunities for 
expression

The first Annual Winter Arts Festival was held at 
Agawam High School on Tuesday, December 17th 
from 6:30-8:30 p.m. 

The Agawam Schools’ Art Department, from 
kindergarten through grade 12, decided that this 
school year would be the year of arts advocacy. 

According to Tamara Watson, academic coordina¬ 
tor of Visual and Performing Arts (Music), “They came 
up with activities in all the schools that would build 
awareness of the visual arts. Because it seemed like 
such a good idea, and because the Music 
Department and the Art Department share a curricu¬ 
lum framework, we decided to combine our tradition¬ 
al concert with the Art Department’s annual exhibit, 
creating an extravaganza. The Music Department 
always has a Christmas concert, and the Art 
Department has always put on an art show, but we 
wanted this year’s combined activities to showcase all 
the talent in one evening.” 

By having a big, interdisciplinary celebration, Ms. 
Watson noticed that there were more people at this 
year’s concert than ever before. 

“We hand-delivered attractive invitations to mem¬ 
bers of the School Committee, the school administra¬ 
tion, and the Town Council. It was wonderful to look 
out into the audience and see the Mayor (Richard 
Cohen), Superintendent of Schools (Mary 
Czajkowski), and a large number of teachers in the 
crowd. I think these people attended because they 
were notified. Other times when we are playing, they 
may not have been made aware of our performance.” 

The planning for this winter extravaganza began in 
October. Debborah Florek, academic coordinator for 
Visual and Performing Arts (Art), told The Agawam 
Advertiser News, "The visual arts students wanted a 
gallery walk, an interactive exhibit with the students 
present.” 

The art exhibit opened at 6:30, and the concert 
began at 7:00 p.m. The concert band, led by Ms. 
Watson, opened with “Seapower Fanfare,” followed 
by "A Julilant Christmas." Next came “Grand Canyon 
Overture” and "a Rhapsody of Carols." Student 
Michael Federico served as guest conductor on 
“Rhapsody of Carols." 

Student Sarah Meiers performed a piano solo dur¬ 
ing "The Christmas Song." The chorus, directed by

faculty member Stephen Files, offered bright rendi¬ 
tions of ‘Winter Wonderland," “Streets of London," 
Ace Verum Corpus (K.V. 618)," “Danny Boy,” “O Holy 
Night," "Silent Night," “A Classic Kyrie," “That Holy 
Night," “Kum By Yah," and “Carol of the Bells.” 

An intermission of about 20 minutes allowed the 
guests to view the many art exhibits and to enjoy the 
free refreshments. After intermission, the Honors 
Choreography class, directed by Files, performed 
"The Christmas Song" with students Tara Witte, 
‘Jessica Lemieux, and Ashley Velosky; “Where Are 
You, Christmas?" with Sara Cote, Laura Cote, Kari 
Marceno, and Samantha Waite; and “The Grinch 
2002,” with Sarah Hersey, Jodi Paulin, Angela 
Velosky, and Sara Pioggia. 

Ms. Watson then led the Jazz Ensemble in per¬ 
formances of “Just In Time," “Rudolf the Red Nosed 
Reindeer,” “It’s All Right with Me," “Two Carols," “Have 
Yourself a Merry Little Christmas," and “Rockin’ 
Around the Christmas Tree.” The combined band and 
chorus rendered their version of "Jazz Gloria.” 

From conception to completion, plans for the 
Winter Arts Festival shaped up in a little under three 
weeks. A program given at the door was created by 
Amanda Simpson (Class of 2004), offering relevant 
quotations from inspirational people such as U.S. 
Secretary of Education Richard W. Riley, Andy 
Warhol, Albert Einstein, and John F. Kennedy. 

Mrs. Florek told us, “The school’s library hallway 
was transformed into a visual display of acrylic and 
gouache paintings as well as watercolor works. 
Students hand-built clay pieces using methods such' 
as slab and pinched building. Many of these were 
sculptural works of animals, food items, people, and 
other three-dimensional forms. 

“Creative use of decorative glazing on clay pieces 
was emphasized as well. On display were cartoon 
drawings given to students by visiting guest artist Rick 
Stromski. His cartoon, ‘Soup to Nutz,’ appears in the 
Hartford Courant. The best part of the gallery walk 
were live demonstrations, including wheel throw pot¬ 
tery, how to work clay building techniques and tools, 
cartooning styles, and paint with acrylic watercolor 
paints. 

“The theater class (formerly the drama club) did 
improvisational skits, taught by Pamela Vallon- 
Jackson. They are a very talented group and per¬ 
formed some comedy skits and improvisational the¬ 
ater during intermission. A true arts festival, Winter 
Arts 2002 brought together elements of music, dance, 
visual arts, and theater into one showcase.” 

The visual art exhibits included watercolor paint¬ 
ings, charcoal drawings, acrylic and couache paint¬ 
ings, pottery, cartoons, and illustrations. Despite the 
wintry conditions outdoors, the halls of Agawam High 
School took on a festive atmosphere, similar to that of 
a sidewalk art festival, with the student artists present 
to demonstrate their skills right on the spot. 

Other exhibitions, guided by Mrs. Florek and Mrs. 
Vallon-Jackson, included drama class improvisation, 
drama class skits, art student demonstrations, sesqui- 
centennial information tables, and interactive bulletin 
boards. 

The timing and atmosphere of this event could not 
have been better. One could walk the halls, talk with 
students, watch them at work with their oils, acrylics, 
or potter’s wheel, all the while listening to the sounds 
of Christmas carols in the background, echoing 
through the halls from the auditorium. 

In a way, Winter Arts Festival 2002 could almost be 
regarded as the reversal of a "Christmas in July.” 
Tucked between the Christmas bazaars and holiday 
parties, the show anchored those who took part, 
artists and audience alike, to the grassroots values 
that make not only Christmas, but also all year, spe¬ 
cial. 

The first Annual Arts Festival provided students 
with the opportunity to present their gifts to the festi- 
valgoers, giving a refreshing perspective on attitudes 
and outlooks of this age group. Possibly more impor¬ 
tant, the young people were able to see the value of 
their own work through the eyes of those who came 
to appreciate these visual and performing arts in one 
bold and exciting gala affair.

Resolutions 

Yes, it’s that time again when we start thinking 
about resolutions.

Well, we contemplate, we ponder, we question, 
and we resolve, but do we change? Ah! There’s the 
rub! Will we be able to look back at the end of this 
year and proudly smile at all we have accomplished? 
Unfortunately, the answer is more often than not, a 
resounding NO! 

Why is this? I mean, we earnestly want to change 
some aspects, so why do we fall short of our goal? 
Perhaps we reach for the unattainble. Maybe we 
should reach for something within our grasp, some¬ 
thing that is not so hard to attain. For instance, I 
remember a young gal, whom I shall call Mary. She 
came into my office one year prior to the Christmas 
holidays, not sure what to do.

Girls ’soccer leads the way with six picks... 

29 AHS Fall Athletes named All-Scholastic

1 One of the best Fall Sports Seasons in many years 
for Agawam High Athletics has resulted in 29 of its 
athletes named to either First or Second Team All- 
Scholastic by The Springfield Sunday Republican. 

Heading the pack with six All-Scholastic picks was 
Agawam High girls’ soccer , the two-time Western 
Mass. Division I champs and state finalists. Next with 
five each was girls’ gymnastics, this year's Western 
Mass, title-holders, and the oolf team , which finished 
third in Western Mass and fourth in the state. 

Bovs’ varsity soccer had three All-Scholastic mem¬ 
bers; football had three; field hockey was awarded 
three; girls’ volleyball had two; and bovs’ and girls’ 
cross country had one each.

For girls’ soccer, the three First Team selections 
were junior striker AMANDA JANIK, junior goalie MEG 
GLOSTER, and sophomore striker TIFFANY MANZI. 

For Janik, she repeated as an All-State selection in 
2002. Using her strength, ball skills, and powerful 
shots from both legs, Janik led the Kurty-Fielding 
Division in scoring for the second straight year with 13 
goals and 12 assists. She scored the only goal in 
Agawam's 1-0 victory over Cathedral in the WMass. 
Division I title game, and then recorded a goal and an 
assist in the 2-1 state semi-final win over Nashoba. 
Next year, she should be the region’s top striker; plays 
on several outstanding select teams in the winter and 
spring. 

Gloster is a repeat All-Scholastic goalie from 
Agawam’s 2001 title. In 2002, she posted eight 
shutouts with a 1.04 goals against average; played a 
magnificient game in the title win over Cathedral; and 
was named the Division I Tournament’s MVR In five 
tournament games, she allowed three goals; , gives 
Agawam another marquee player for next year’s 
team. Also plays varsity basketball and varsity 
lacrosse. 

Manzi was the Kurty-Fielding Division’s top goal- 
scorer with 16, and finished right behind Janik in scor¬ 
ing with 22 points; was a Second Team selection in 
2001. Manzi has the uncanny ability to be in the right 
place at the right time, as was the case in Agawam’s 
1-0 overtime victory over Westfield (where Manzi 
came out of nowhere to score the winner); will be 
another marquee player returning for the Brownies in 


2003. Manzi also was a First Team selection in 
lacrosse, where she scored 28 goals last spring as a 
freshman. Look out this spring. 

Agawam’s three Second Team selections were 
senior co-captains DANIELLE CIRILLO (sweeper) 
and KAITLIN SARDELLA (midfield), and freshman 
KARA POWELL (fullback). 

Cirillo is a three-year starter for the Brownies, play¬ 
ing the first two as stopper before moving to the all- 
important sweeper role this year. She played that 
position nearly flawlessly, combining her great speed 
with excellent ball skills; was very cool under fire; 
played a great game in the win over Cathedral; 
missed both the state semi-final and state final due to 
mono - this surely cost her a spot on the First Team, 
which she richly deserved; Senior All-Star Team 
selection; was a First Teamer in track last spring; and 
holds the school record in the 300-meter dash, 300- 
meter hurdles, and sprint medley relay team. 

Sardella, also a three-year starter for the Brownies, 
is a repeat Second Team member. Last year was the 
Division I Tournament’s runner-up MVP and led the 
team in tourney scoring; this year played a defensive 
midfield role for most of the season, using her speed 
and tenacity to get the job done; Senior All-Star Team 
selection. The 5’1/2” Sardella is a two-time First 
Teamer in winter track (sophomore and junior; 
WMass. 1,000-meter champ as a sophomore), a 
Second Team selection as a sophomore in spring 
track (2nd in WMass. in 800 meters), and a First Team 
selection as a junior (WMass. champ in 800 meters); 
ran the fastest time in WMass. last year in the 600 
meters indoor (school record), and has school records 
as a member of the sprint medley relay team and 4 x 
800 meter relay team. She has collected three First 
Team All-Scholastic selections and three Second 
Teams so far in her career at AHS. 

Powell, just a freshman, came into the program as 
an athlete who will do great things for the Brownies 
during her career. She started out wonderfully in soc¬ 
cer; played the fullback spot with great speed and 
skill; moved into the center-midfield for the WMass. 
Tournament with equal success; was asked to play 
sweeper when Cirillo went down with mono for the 
state semi-final and final (and received much recogni¬ 
tion and acclaim for her efforts); is the starting point 
guard for girls’ varsity basketball and already has 


been a major impact for the 6-0 Brown/es (at 
presstime). 

* * * 

In girls’ gymnastics, senior captain ANDREA BAB- 
BIN and junior KATIE MALLOY are the First Teamers; 
juniors MARY ZAJAK, ALICIA MALLOY, and KATIE 
NELSON made the Second Team. 

Babbin is arguably the best athlete in the entire 
school. In leading the Brownies to their second team 
title in three years, and a school record 51 straight vic¬ 
tories, Babbin won three straight WMass. all-around 
titles. It may be a long time before anyone reaches 
this lofty perch in girls’ gymnastics for the Brownies. 
The three-time First Team selection scored a career- 
high 36.25 at the 2002 WMass. Championships in 
November, and won Western Mass, individual titles on 
the vault and bars for three straight years; only lost 
two all-arounds in three years. She also is the defend¬ 
ing WMass. pole vault champ and school record- 
holder in that event in spring track; is a two-time First 
Teamer in spring track (also runs the 100-meter dash, 
long jumps, and runs on the 4 x 100 relay team), and 
is the school record-holder in the 55-meter dash in 
winter track. Her five First Team selections are far and 
away the most of any athlete presently at the school. 

Katie Malloy enjoyed a breakout year for the 
Brownies. The three-year team member scored a 
33.55 at Western Mass, to finish fifth overall. Her top 
scores were 8.5 on the beam, 8.1 on the bars, and 
9.05 in the floor exercise. As a returning senior in 
2003, she will be asked to lead the team as it seeks to 
again take the WMass. title. Malloy finished second in 
Division I in the high jump last spring with a leap of 
4’10”; she participates in winter track as well. 

Zajac is a three-time All-Scholastic member. As a 
sophomore, she was one of the team’s top performers 
before going down with a season-ending injury. She 
missed last year’s WMass. championships, where the 
Brownies lost by tenths of a point to Westfield. This 
year, she returned healthy and ready, and her per¬ 
formance at Western Mass, was important to the team 
(easily winning the title with a meet record of 138.75 
points.) Like Katie Malloy, Zajac’s experience and 
senior leadership will be invaluable to Agawam’s 
plans to repeat; scored 9.0 on the floor, and 9.0 on the

Last summer attended the Junior Olympics, where 
she placed 15th out of 65 girls; also a member of win¬ 
ter and spring track teams. As a returning senior, 
gives the Brownies more depth and experience next 
fall. 

Nelson, a first-time Second Teamer and a three- 
year member of Brownie gymnastics, was a co-cap¬ 
tain this past season with Babbin.

In varsity golf, junior A.J. OLEKSAK, senior JERE¬ 
MY MALANSON, and freshman NICK POKORA are 
all First Teamers; and senior PAT LANDERS and jun¬ 
ior ANTHONY SARNELLI are Second Teamers. 

For Oleksak, the 2002 season marks his third 
straight as a First Team selection. His personal record 
of 13-5-2 and 38.9 stroke average led the Brownies to 
a third-place finish at WMass. and fourth at the states, 
a Valley Wheel title, and 17-3 overall record. Oleksak 
was tied for 14th at the State Meet and 12th in 
WMass; competed this past summer in the U.S. 
Junior Amateur Championships at the Atlantic Athletic 
Club; scored his season-low 34 against Westfield on 
October 4th at The Ranch; no doubt returns next fall 
as a senior as one of the area's best. 

Malanson saved the best golf of his life for the 
WMass. Championships, where he shot a 72 (good 
for a three-way tie for second place); he was instru¬ 
mental in the team’s third-place regional finish for the 
day. Malanson posted a 12-6-1 record in match play, 
and was easily one of the area s most improved 
golfers. His stroke average was 41.2. He shot an 87 
at the State Championships. Also is a three-year var¬ 
sity hockey member, where he skates on the first line; 
helped the Brownies to the Western Mass semi-finals 
in 2001 - 2002 . 

Pokora, the new kid on the block, ran off an 11- 
match unbeaten streak en route to a 15-3-1 overall 
record; was only one of two freshmen to be named as 
a First Teamer. He boasted a 37.8 stroke average (just 
2.3 over par), the fifth lowest in WMass. He placed a 
team-low 76 at the State Championships to help the 
Brownies finish fourth; is already known as a dedicat¬ 
ed golfer who will play in many amateur tournaments 
throughout the year; will make plenty of noise in these 
parts and others before he graduates. 

Landers, with his 12-5-3 match play record and 


senior leadership, was another reason why the 
Brownies took the Valley Wheel title and a 17-3 record 
into the Western Mass Championships. He carded a 
78 at WMass., good for 12th place overall. In the piv¬ 
otal, regular-season finale vs. East Longmeadow, his 
experience on the course enabled him to card a 37 
(good for the medalist round and lifting the Brownies 
to the league title outright); eight out of his 20 rounds 
in 2002 were in the 30’s; will be missed by the 
Brownies next season as they go for their seventh 
appearance in the State Championships in eight 
years. 

Sarnelli, a junior, will assume a leadership role 
vacated by the loss of Malanson and Landers due to 
graduation in the 2003 fall season. Sarnelli will fit in 
nicely behind Oleksak and Pokora, giving the 
Brownies as solid a “one, two, three punch” as any in 
WMass.; gave the Brownies the all-important depth 
throughout their run to the Valley Wheel title, third- 
place finish at WMass., and fourth place at the State 
Championships; this guy should be one of the team’s 
key factors in its drive for the team title next fall.

The three boys' varsity soccer players to receive 
Second Team All-Scholastic bids are senior defender 
CHRIS HOLL, senior midfielder GREG CIZEK, and 
junior forward RYAN SULLIVAN. 

Holl is a two-year starter for the Brownies who 
became a force as a senior defender; was a defen- 
siveman’s defenseman who helped the Brownies 
qualify for the Division I Tournament for the first time 
in many years; scored a goal in a win over Westfield; 
was named to the Senior All-Star Soccer Team for his 
efforts; named to Sunday Republican’s All-Academic 
team. Holl is a key member of the Agawam boys' var¬ 
sity volleyball team in 2003, the defending Western 
Mass, champs (by the way). He will be a tri-captain; 
also a member of the school’s marching band, jazz 
band, and concert band, and recently was recom¬ 
mended for All-State honors. 

Cizek, the speedy midfielder with the dangling hair, 
played a huge role in the team’s soccer success in 
2002. A three-year member and senior captain who 
plays the sport year-round, Cizek seemed to be in the 
middle of everything. While he put up few offensive 
numbers, his set-up abilities and uncanny skills in 
starting and breaking up plays made him a very valu¬ 
able Brownie indeed; named to the Senior All-Star 
Team; also known for excellent fundamentals. 

Sullivan, the little center-midfielder for the Brownies 
who has plenty of talent and spunk, scored eight goals 
and added 12 assists to lead the team offensively to 
earn his Second Team All-Scholastic status; has a 
good nose for the goal, and makes the team better 
when he’s in the middle of the offense by creating 
chances or by finishing those presented to him; 
should step up to the next level for the 2003 Brownies 
as one of the area’s top scorers; has played Maple 
Soccer for Juventus since age nine; also wrestles for 
Coach Kirk Parker’s matmen.

Two familiar faces on the football field, senior quar¬ 
terback JOE CLARK and senior linebacker MIKE 
LOCKE, are First Team selections, and senior MIKE 
PICCIN is a Second Team member as a line¬ 
backer/defensive end. 

Clark, a senior captain, is a repeat First Team 
selection (defensive back as a junior). If there was 
ever a "do-everything, go-to guy” for AHS football, put 
Clark on that elite list. At six feet, 195 pounds, he ran 
for 13 touchdowns and threw for eight more as a sen¬ 
ior, following up 15 TD’s on the ground as a junior. 
Every time this kid touched the ball, he was a threat to 
score; also had three long and spectacular touchdown 
runs called back due to penalties; rushed for 963 
yards and passed for 810 more; in the upset win over 
Amherst, Clark completely took the game over with 
284 yards on the ground. What’s more, he was the 
team’s punter, punt returner, kick-off returner, and 
defensive back (four picks); it may be a long time 
before another all-around football player comes along 
like this for AHS. Clark plays varsity basketball, and 
pitches and plays infield for the strong varsity baseball 
program. 

Locke, a four-year member of the varsity, is a 
repeat First Team linebacker, where he was one of the 
region’s best. At 6’2", 220-pounds, his speed and 
toughness parlayed into 181 tackles (48 of his own) 
for the Brownies and 15-1/2 sacks. Locke’s ability to 
stuff the run and to block as an offensive guard gave 
him All-League nods at both positions. The two-way 
player co-captained the 6-5 Brownies with Clark; had 
his best game of the season with 24 tackles vs. 
Northampton. He also plays varsity baseball. 

Piccin, the wiry one, recorded six sacks, 55 tackles, 
and 12 solo tackles at both defensive end and (at 
times) linebacker. Another versatile performer, he 
rushed for 275 yards on 62 attempts, scoring four 
touchdowns. He caught eight passes for 80 more 
yards. His speed and quickness would often cause 
havoc to opposing quarterbacks, in the spring, will 
return to the boys’ varsity lacrosse team as a First 
Team All-Scholastic selection.

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Snake-bit Brownies looking to 
turn things around on the ice 


You would think there’d be plenty of lament when 
your team is off to a 1-4-1 start in the new season 
after a stunning run to the Western Mass, semi-finals 
the previous year. 

Not so for Agawam High hockey Coach John 
Cirelli. In fact, except for a 10-4 shellacking dealt by 
East Longmeadow just before New Year’s Eve, the 
Brownies have virtually been in every single game. 
But mental mistakes at key moments and bad breaks 
that have served as huge momentum swings have 
been Agawam’s plaguing malady. 

Is there frustration? Sure. Is the fight gone? No 
way. 

"This is a team of good, hard-working kids who 
have plenty of desire and who want to win very badly,” 
Cirelli said as the Brownies prepare for a pivotal Berry 
Division contest vs. arch-rival West Springfield on 
Thursday evening, January 9th. “The kids know we 
need this game very badly to turn things around." 

A loss to the Terriers wouldn't ring death bells for 
the Brownies. But with the schedule reading Western 
Mass, champs Westfield then Longmeadow next 
week, the locals would be putting themselves square¬ 
ly behind the eight ball by losing to the 4-3 Terriers 
(coming off a 6-2 beating by Ludlow on Tuesday 
night). 

Cirelli remembers a year ago when his 4-8-1 
Brownies scored with just 22 seconds remaining in 
the third period to forge a 2-2 tie vs. West Side. That 
game ignited Agawam’s run all the way to the WMass 
semi-finals before the Bombers ended it with a hard- 
earned 5-2 verdict. 

“It’s still early to put ‘must win’ on any game. But I 
think the kids understand we must begin to win some 
games to put ourselves back into the tournament 
race. And that starts with the West Side game," Cirelli 
noted. 

The 4-2 loss to M innechaug Regional on Thursday, 
January 2nd, pretty much tells the tale of the tape for 
these 2002-2003 Brownies. The Falcons were out- 
played from end-to-end from the opening whistle. Yet 
three crucial mental mistakes parlayed into a trio of 
goals, including a pair of back-breakers in a span of 
1:09 in the second period. 

“It seems we have been snake-bitten so far. The 
Minnechaug game is a perfect example. I watched the 
tape afterwards. It was clear we had really outplayed 
them. They made lots of mistakes out there and we 
didn’t capitalize on them. When we made our mis¬ 
takes, it cost us dearly and that’s pretty much how it’s 
been so far," the coach remarked. 

He was pleased after the Minnechaug game with 
the play of sophomore center Adam Corbin, who 
scored his first varsity goal. Corbin is one of the young 
legs that Cirelli is counting on to step up as the sea¬ 
son continues to unfold. “Adam is another good skater 
on a good skating team. He plays well down low and 
is becoming more physical and active in front of the 
goal.”

There is plenty of irony about this team’s early sea¬ 
son woes. The first line - consisting of three-year sen¬ 
ior All-Scholastic captain John Tisdell (4 goals/4 
assists), senior Jeremy Malanson (2 goals/2 assists), 
and junior captain Jeff Trauschke (5 goals/1 assists) - 
is off to a steady but somewhat unlucky start. Cirelli 
feels the best is yet to come. 

“I know John (Tisdell) is a bit frustrated right now. 
He’s hit the post several times and has missed a few 
breakaways. He is our heart and soul. I try to keep 
injecting some humor into the mix with John because 
he puts a lot of pressure on himself. He certainly can 
carry this team on his shoulders, but I tell him all the 
time he’s got plenty of support around him. I know 
things will begin to go our way.” 

Some of the other contributors to the offense have 
been Dan Mancini (2goals/1 assist) and Zach 
Lapponese (2 goals/1 assist). 

Despite allowing 29 goals in six games (the ELM 
loss bloated that number significantly), the defensive 
corps have performed admirably. Senior captain Ben 
Crum (1 goal/4 assists), rising sophomore star Kyle 
Gendron (1 goal/5 assists), junior Chris Nyman (2 
goals/2 assists), and Ryan McGuire (2 goals/3 
assists) all have enjoyed their moments to shine. 

One problem clearly detected on the screen at sev¬ 
eral critical junctures is Agawam’s positioning. At 
times, two or three guys have either been on the puck 
or on one side of the ice, leaving senior goalie Ryan 
Zaczynski (4.58 goals against average) all by his 
lonesome with attackers massing around the net. 

“Defensively, the kids are playing well. As a team 
defensively, however, we have some shortcomings 
and we are trying to address this area,” said Cirelli. 
“Defense must be a team concept. Everyone needs to 
get involved.” 

Zaczynski allowed seven goals in that lopsided loss 
to ELM, but four (maybe five) of them were when he 
faced one or two attackers with no help. He did allow 
two goals in the season-opening loss to Ludlow on 
long drives that he surely wanted back. Still, this guy 
has performed with distinction and has come up big 
when called upon. 

“I have no problem with the way Ryan has played," 
Cirelli said. “In fact, he’s been excellent for the most 
part. All you can ask of your goalie is for him to make 
the first stop. After that, it’s up to his teammates to get 
in there and clear the puck.” 

Last month, Cirelli boldly claimed one of the 
Brownies’ pre-season aims was to take the Western 
Mass, title. While that may be a bit lofty at this point, 
he says gaining a tournament berth is still well within 
reach. “Our immediate focus must be to turn this 
around by playing smarter and taking advantage of 
the opportunities that present themselves to us. The 
bounces are going the other way right now, but we try 
to focus on the positive rather than the negative and 
to reinforce the good things we are doing.”

Brownies remain 
ranked 2nd on mats 
in WMass.; Pilegi 
still undefeated 

So far, it’s been a 3-0 Western Mass, start for the 
Agawam High wrestling Brownies in the dual meets. 
There’s been three tournaments - a fourth at the 
Milford Tournament, a second at their own Phil 
Tomkiel Christmas Tournament, and then a fourth at 
last Sunday’s Central High Tournament (where peren¬ 
nial Western Mass, champ Ludlow High won the team 
title).

Rink rat John Tisdell skates with Berry Division’s best 


To say Agawam High senior John Tisdell is a rink 
rat would, no doubt, be an understatement. 

For this four-year Brownie starter, hockey is life and 
life is hockey. Last April, in the middle of spring sports, 
he was part of a 15-member contingent that toured 
Italy to play several Italian teams as well as teams 
from Switzerland. 

“Since my father began taking me to Leonard Pond 
(off South West Street in Feeding Hills) to skate when 
I was five years-old, hockey has been a huge part of 
my life,” John said. “I play it year-round. Hockey has 
always been good to me. I have great respect for the 
game.” 

At presstime, the 5’8", 175-pounder (selected 
Second Team All-Scholastic after the Brownies’ 
improbable run to the Western Mass, semi-finals last 
winter) leads the Brownies in scoring with four goals 
and four assists. The team is off to a slow start at 1-4- 
1. He wants much more for his team and for himself. 

"Our record doesn't reflect the way we have played. 
We haven't been getting the bounces. We have been 
on the short end of some lucky bounces and lucky 
goals for the other teams, and we have run into some 
hot goalies, too. But I like the depth on our team. We 
work very hard and I know we can turn it around." 

After scoring 10 goals and adding 18 assists at 
right wing for Coach John Cirelli's Brownies in his jun¬ 
ior year, the team captain says his numbers need to 
improve, too. “I feel I should be scoring more. So far, 
the breaks haven't been there. I’ve hit a few posts and 
missed a few breakaways. I just need to keep working 
hard to make things happen for the team,” John 
added. 

He was second in team scoring to senior linemate 
Nick DePalma, a First Team All-Scholastic selection 
last year. John again skates on Agawam's strong first 
line featuring Jeremy Malanson and Jeff Trauschke. 

Cirelli called John Agawam’s “heart and soul. John 
is our leader. He inspires others by his integrity and 
dedication. He’s just a great kid who knows how to 
play the game the way it’s supposed to be played. 
He’s been a three-year captain, which speaks vol¬ 
umes about the kid.” 

In the classroom, John is an Honor Roll student. He 
hopes to continue his education at Assumption 
College in Worcester or at UMass Darmouth. He’d like 
to be a civil engineer. As a senior, John's courses so 
far have included accounting, conceptual physics, 
algebra II, sociology, entrepreneurship, English 12, 
and gym. 

His favorite subject was last year’s Italian III class, 
taught by Vladimiro Orefice (John's top teacher). 
John’s color is blue. He likes the bacon cheeseburg¬ 
ers from Mario’s Pizza in Feeding Hills Center, but 
said the burgers at the famous White Hut in West 
Springfield are good chow, too. 

On TV, “Seinfeld” is a show that makes John laugh. 
On the big screen, his favorite flick is Mel Gibson’s 
"Braveheart." He dresses preppy and buys his duds at 
American Eagle and Abercrombie & Fitch at the 
Holyoke Mall. For tunes, John says, "Anything goes, 
from rock to rap.”

His most admired athlete is Joe Thornton of the 
Boston Bruins. The New York football Giants are his 
team. When interviewed Tuesday night, John was 
lamenting about both: "The Bruins are having a real 
tough time these days, and I can't believe what hap¬ 
pened to the Giants on Sunday (January 5th - blew a 
late 24-point lead to San Francisco in the Wild Card 
game). 

To hang out, John goes with the flow. 

He skated throughout the fall months with the New 
England Blades (a District 6 select team comprised of 
area schoolboy players) to prepare for the high school 
season. For the past two summers, John has partici¬ 
pated on the West Team in the Bay State Games. The 
team won a bronze medal in the summer of his junior 
year. 

He’s a familiar face at Fitness First in Feeding Hills 
during the fall and summer as well. It’s all part of his 
training regimen for hockey. "Hockey is such a 
demanding sport. Physical strength is so important. 
Because of the skates, it’s much different than other 
sports. If you are not ready both physically and men¬ 
tally, then you are in trouble." 

John is widely recognized as one of the Berry 
Division’s fastest skaters, thereby making him a threat 
to score at any time. “I’ve always been a scorer, but 
skating is only part of it. I think my physical play is one 
of my strengths, and going into the corners and com¬ 
ing up with the puck is something I really enjoy doing.” 

He gets a rush when talking about his junior sea¬ 
son, when the Brownies surprised area pundits by 
reaching the WMass. semi-finals before bowing, 5-2, 


to eventual champs Westfield High. 

“It was awesome. We needed our last five games 
to even make the tournament. Then we beat 
Chicopee and Amherst in the tournament to reach the 
semi-finals. We lost to Westfield, but we gave them a 
great game. I think that’s what this year’s team needs. 
We have to avoid our mental mistakes and do the lit¬ 
tle things that got us on a roll last year. That’s what our 
goal needs to be for the rest of the season.” 

John’s most memorable sports moment was a tie 
vs. arch-rival West Side last year. According to him, 
the Brownies forged the deadlock with just 22 sec¬ 
onds remaining, and this proved to be the season s 
turning point. “It was a great game and it showed our 
team’s character. For me, I will always remember this 
game because of what it did for the rest or our sea¬ 
son.” At the time, the Brownies were listing in the 
water with a 4-8-1 record. 

He also remembers his tour of Italy in April 2002 as 
one of those lifetime gifts. “I was able to play hockey 
against the Italians and the Swiss. We saw Rome and 
Vatican City, Tuscany, and Milan. I even got to see the 
Pope speak when we were in St. Peter’s Square.’ 

After the 2002-2003 hockey season ends, John will 
return for a third season to the varsity lacrosse team 
as a long-stick middie for a Brownie team that quali¬ 
fied for the tournament last spring. “This position 
requires a lot of running. We have a bunch of good 
players coming back, and I think we will do just fine.” 

When time allows in the spring, he’ll skate on the 
weekends in a men’s league at The Olympia in West 
Side. He intends on playing hockey in college. 

“I think I can play in college. It's such a competitive 
situation because there are so many good players out 
there, especially from Eastern Mass. But that’s my 
goal." 

John is an only child. His dad is John. His mom is 
Laura. He looks up to his dad. "My dad has always 
been there for me. He has coached me on and off 
since I was little. He's such a good guy and always 
encourages me to be the best l can be.” 

After he graduates next June, John hopes folks 
fondly recall him as “an all-around good guy and a 
good athlete.”

After a sluggish start (if that's what a 3-0 record can 
be labeled), the Agawam High girls’ hoop team is 
beginning to make lots of noise around these parts. 

The latest bang resounded from Chicopee Comp 
High School on Tuesday night (January 7th) after the 
fourth-ranked “Fab Five" Brownies completely demol¬ 
ished the overmatched Colts, 74-30. 

The 44-point victory resembled a time not so long 
ago when such box scores were common for Brownie 
girls’ basketball. The lopsided win gave the locals a 
perfect 6-0 record, and came in the wake of the 65-54 
victory over East Longmeadow on Monday, 
December 30th, in the team's best game of the year 
so far (and against an opponent of some quality). 

After escaping single-point nail-bitters against 
Northampton (to open the season) and Holyoke (in 
game three a week later) - teams not considered even 
close to the region’s iron - Coach Bronwyn Monahan 
admitted her Brownies were listless at times. 

She was adamant that the team needed to raise 
the bar a few levels when facing a team of substance, 
such as East Longmeadow in game five. They did 
crush Westfield High in the Whip City on Friday, 
December 27th. But the Bombers will struggle all sea¬ 
son-long and ELM will not. It was early-season “exam 
time” for the Brownies. 

They aced it, and the Brownies are far and away off 
to their best start since Monahan took the reins from 
long-time Coach (and now Athletic Director) Lou 
Conte three seasons ago. 

Down 23-14 with 4:30 remaining in the half, an 
ELM player went down with what appeared to be a 
serious ankle injury (later was diagnosed as a sprain), 
causing about a 20-minute delay in the action. 

Monahan used this interval to rethink the game 
plan and to refocus her charges at the issue at hand. 
ELM was reeling from what had occurred, and the 
Brownies took full advantage of the opportunity. 

By intermission, the Brownies assembled a 16-1 
run to fuel a 30-24 lead. They never looked back. And 
the three-pointers, five of them, rained from the 
perimeter after the Brownies were 0-for-the-ocean 
after the first four games. 

Junior All-Scholastic small forward Meg Kelly fired 
a season-high 17 points and added a trio of treys to 
the fire. All-Scholastic forward Vicky Taylor launched 
and connected, as did freshman point guard Kara 
Powell, who continues to impress with her skill level 
and improve with her decision-making with every 
passing game. 

Senior frontliner Kristin Strole opened the second 
half with three important buckets to keep ELM at bay 
and in a negative direction. 

Balanced scoring served the Brownies well. Kelly’s 
17 was followed by Taylor’s nine, Powell’s nine, and 
nine more by sophomore forward Stacie Boisvert off 
the bench. Strole added a season-high eight. All- 
Scholastic guard Lauren Peltier had six, and reserve 
forward Tory Lyons chipped in with five. 

“When you get this kind of balanced scoring, it can 
really throw the opposition off because they can’t key 
on one or two players. As I’ve said before, we go eight 
deep on this team and our bench is as strong as any 
in Western Mass,” Monahan said. 

In the wipe-out at Chicopee Comp, Monahan liber¬ 
ally used her entire 11-girl roster, which has become 
her custom this year in the blow-out games. No one 
player saw more than 15 to 18 minutes of floor time, 
with a minimum of 10 minutes per girl. 

“We just took the game over and completely domi¬ 
nated the boards in the second half, and that really 
explains the margin of viertory," Monahan said. “I think 
we were up by 17 at halftime (40-23), but they were 
out-rebounding us. At halftime, we talked about our 
rebounding and, in the second half, we had 29 boards 
to their nine (45-31 overall advantage on the boards).” 

Powell led the scoring wagon with a season-high 


15 in a limited role, and Taylor, now with 66 points in 
six games (10.6 average), continues to move up the 
Valley Wheel scoring ladder as she lays claim to be 
right there with the area’s best big people. 

Following these two were Boisvert with 10; small 
forward/guard Elise Davilli, nine; Peltier, nine; Kelly, 
eight (59 points, 9.5 average); sophomore guard 
Ashley Velosky, five; Lyons, two; and junior guard 
Theresa Bonavita, two. 

Agawam shot lights out from the foul stripe, 20-22, 
led by Taylor’s 6-6 and Powell’s 4-4.

AHS boys’ basketball triumphant over Northampton

It has been another rough start for the Agawam 
High basketball Brownies this year, but in a low scor¬ 
ing defensive struggle, AHS snapped its three-game 
losing streak with a 49-43 victory over Northampton 
High School (now 1-6) on Tuesday, January 7th. 

AHS played at home for the third time this year and 
came away with only their second win of the season. 
Their record is currently 2-4, with a long schedule still 
ahead of them. 

After a disappointing loss to Longmeadow in the 
season opener, the Brownies defeated Sci-Tech the 
following week in an exciting last second 61-59 win. In 
their third game against Putnam Vocational (3-2), 
Agawam found itself once again on the losing end of 
the spectrum. Down by 12 points at halftime, the 
Brownies battled back to lead by four with three min¬ 
utes to go, only to lose by six (61-55). 

“Against Putnam, we came back to take a four- 
point lead,” said Coach Mike Vedovelli. “We kind of did 
well in the second half, but down the stretch we just 
didn’t make some smart decisions.” 

During the game vs Putnam, senior guard Mario 
Maloni scored 25 points, while junior center Justin 
Perry and junior guard and tri-captain Casey Federico 
both finished with eight points. Maloni is ranked third 
in scoring among Suburban League players (16.8 
points per game). 

Agawam lost its next game to West Springfield 
High School (3-4) in an overwhelming 76-49 trouncing 
by the Terriers. 

“They (West Side) shot the ball very well,” Vedovelli 
said, “especially from the three-point line. They had 
eight three-pointers in that game, so they were pretty 
much on fire." 

The Brownies’ woes continued as they lost to 
Minnechaug (1-3), 53-48, after giving up another sec¬ 
ond-half lead. Up by six points with minutes remain¬ 
ing, AHS fought hard to maintain composure, but to no 
avail. Despite the five-point loss, Maloni had another 
good game, accumulating 19 points, and sophomore 
guard Tim Culhane scored 12. 

“We had a couple close ones where we had bad 


first halves," said Vedovelli. “We got back in those 
games in the second half and regained the lead, but 
we have to learn from those situations. We learned 
from both the Minnechaug game and the Putnam 
game and it showed tonight (against Northampton). 
We had the lead down the stretch and we didn’t panic. 
We were under control and we played smart.” 

Playing smart and playing tough defense are exact¬ 
ly what won Tuesday’s game for Agawam. Agawam's 
plan was to play a trapping defense, which 
Northampton seemed unprepared for and unable to 
overcome. 

The Brownies caused 21 turnovers and captialized 
on them with 20 fast break points. AHS controlled the 
boards in its best rebounding game yet. Senior for¬ 
ward and tri-captain Joe Clark pulled down 10 
rebounds ahd had three huge blocks. Clark is in his 
third season with the varsity squad and has displayed 
some of the things that make him a leader on his 
team. As far as his teammates are concerned, he had 
nothing but encouraging things to say about them. 

“Tonight was a great game," said Clark. "We finally 
put everything together and played two full haves of 
the game. Everybody played great. Justin Perry (12 
points) did a great job of bodying up the big kid under¬ 
neath (Northampton’s center weighing in at roughly 
275 lbs.). Timmy Culhane (10 points) went to the hole 
strong as he always does. We didn’t have to rely on 
Mario as much as we usually do, but he kept his head 
in the game. Even the guys who didn’t play were into 
the game the whole time. Coach talks a lot about 
intensity and that’s what we had tonight. We had a lit¬ 
tle slump in our last game, but we picked it up in prac¬ 
tice and pulled it together tonight.” 

There’s no doubt that the new young and energetic 
coaching staff has brought the intensity with them. In 
regards to practice, both staff and players agree that 
it’s all about “focus and concentration.” 

“Coach talks about focus and concentration a lot 
during practice,” said Clark, “and it’s really helped us, 
especially tonight. He finally got it through our heads 
to play two halves. Our coaches preach end line to 


end line and we just tried to keep up the intensity the 
whole way through.” 

The intensity was more than prevalent during the 
game as players hit the floor chasing loose balls and 
hustled up and down the court on every play. Agawam 
did a good job of moving the ball and setting up for 
open shots. Surprisingly, despite the physical play, the 
number of fouls were at a minimum for both teams. 
The Brownies were 3-7 from the line while 
Northampton shot 3-5 from the stripe. Both teams 
played aggressively in the paint, which more than 
made up for their perimeter shooting. 

Getting their record back at .500 was a goal that 
the Brownies need to accomplish to maintain momen¬ 
tum for the rest of the season. With 14 games remain¬ 
ing on the schedule, the win over Northampton was a 
welcome one for Vedovelli and his team. 

“This is a big week for us,” said Vedovelli. “We have 
three games this week. We’re now 2-4, and it’s a 
chance for us to get right back into the mix of things. 
We came out tonight and played much better than we 
have. We've always had slow starts, but tonight we 
actually put a 32-minute game together.” 

Aside from the Northampton game, Agawam will 
also meet East Longmeadow this week on Thursday, 
January 9th. The original game was cancelled due to 
bad weather conditions. On Saturday, January 11th, 
the Brownies will travel to Great Barrington to play 
Monument Mountain High School.
